WILSON'S PROPOSAL 


Washington, D. 0., August 18.—Thirty-one railroad presidents 


today told President Wilson they stood by the decision of their 
managers' committee that an eight hour day was impracticable. 


President Wilson refused to take "No" for an answer to his 


proposal that they accept the eight hour day and asked them to re- 
turn to the White House tomorrow with then- managers for.an- 
other conference. 


The railroad presidents told Mr. Wilson that while they could 


only speak for their own roads, they were disposed to accept the 
word from the managers' committee that an eight hour day was 
impracticable.

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Just after the railroad presidents left the White House it be- 


came known unofficially that the employes had voted 
to 
accept 


President Wilson's proposal and that some of the leaders had gone 
to the White House to tell *™ so. 


The vote of the employes on President Wilson's plan was de- 


livered to him personally by the chiefs of the four brotherhoods. 


A. B. Garretson, their spokesman, said it would be given out 


by the president and added that although the employes had re- 
ceived no invitation to return to the White House 
they 
would 


"tarry" here to await a possible summons. 


The four brotherhood leaders were in conference with the 


president 30 minutes and said no modification of the 
plan had 


been presented to them 'as a result of President Wilson's confer- 
ence with the railroad presidents. 


The railroad presidents agreed 


to return to the "White House to- 
morrow to further discuss the sit- 
uation. 


It was made clear to President 


Wilson that the 
railroad presi- 


dents were not disposed to yield 
the eight hour day and that they 
insisted on arbitration. 


The attitude of the railroad

Warning that the infantile par- 
alysis epidemic may appear next 
summer in other states unless dras- 
tic measures are taken to control 
its course was given today to the 
national conference of 
public 


health officers by the special com- 
mittee named to reckon ways and 
means for its suppression. 


Tiie committee 
recommended 


that state health authorities be 
notiiied by uniform health certi- 
ficates of removal of all children 
under 16 years of age from epi- 
demic acras. Quarantine of one 
state or community against an- 
other was disapproved. The com- 
mittee recommended that durinj 
the usual prevalence of infantile 
paralysis schools should 
not be 


opened without medical 
super- 


vision by a health authority. 


Certificates for interstate travel, 


the committee held should be 
signed by federal or state health 
officers.

"Immediate report of

rived at Baltimore 
from Ger- 


many and the successful comple- 
tion of the first trans-Atlantic 
voyage by a submarine in service 
as a merchant man attracted 
world-wide attention. She brought 
a cargo of dye stuffs and other 
merchandise, as well as mails.

Deutschland would be compelled 
to go through either the North 


or the English Channel both 


of which arc patrolled constantly 
by great numbers of allied war 
ships. 


MIDDLE WEST IN GRIP 


OF ANOTHER HOT WAVE 


Chicago, August 18.—Extensive air disturbances in the north- 


west involving a low baromoteric pressure and aided by southern 
winds today sent another hot wave over the entire middle west. 
The maximum temperature for the day in most sections between the 
Rocky Mountains and the-Alleghenies, will vary between 95 and 
100 degrees, officials of the weather bureau said. There is no relief 
in sight for Chicago and vicinity before Sunday and possibly not 
then. The heat wave, however, will not be as severe as the one in 
July. The temperature rose about the 100 mark and caused the 
deaths of approximately 300 persons in Chicago.

Jufius Montavon Is 
Crushed To Death; His 


Companion Is Injured 


By B. & 0. Engine 


While standing directly in the 


Middle of the B. & 0 S. W. tracks 
m thty parallel the N. * W.'« on 
the Broadway crossing in thevEast 
End »t 5:30 Thursday evening, 
Julius MonUvon, Sr, 49, o£ Jack- 
coo street, snd Wesley Hammock, 
S3 ot 2130 Gallia street, were run 
down' by a B & 0 S. W. switch 
engine. When struck Mr. Monta- 
Ton's body was thrown in 
the 


p«th of the engine and the front 
wheels practically cut his body in 
twain, his death resulting almost 
jjBtentaneously. His body was 
wedged between the wheels of the 
engine when it was brought to a 
itop about 35 yards east of the 
crowing. 


Hammock, a contracting v car- 


penter, was more fortunate, as 
the engine tossed his body south 
of the tracks and he escaped meet- 
ing the tragic fate that was meted 
out to Montavon almost without 
venting. Hammock was found in 
at %lump of weeds unconscious and 
bleeding profusely from a six-inch 
wound over his right eye and a 
deep cut back of his right 
ear,

tion he and Montavon were hav- 
ing about a piece of work Ham- 
mock is doing.

the accident occurred. Montavon 
had just left his home and started 
across the crossing when he met 
Hammock. 
Mr. Gordley saw the 


engine approaching and when the 
two men did not continue their 
Way across the tracks he started 
to make an investigation with the 
result that he found Monta'von's 
hody beneath the wheels of the en- 


. gine and Hammock's just south of 
the tracks. A clump

weeds he says prevented him from 
seeing the engine hit

MYSTERY SHROUDS 
OPERATIONS ALONG 


THE EASTERN FRONT 


London, Aug. 18.—For the first 


time in weeks no change of impor- 
tance was reported in any theatre 
Thursday. The most violent figut- 
ing took place on the western end 
of the British salient on the Som- 
me. Six times the Germans ad- 
vanced in force in a desperate ef- 
fort to bend 
bacjt 
the 
British 


lines northwest of Pozicrcs. The 
British war office reports that nil 
of these assaults ivere repulsed 
with heavy losses and (hat the 
British in turn captured about 
100 yards of trenches northwest 
of Bezantin. 


An interesting feature 
of the 


situation on the western front is 
that the Germans, 
contrary 
to 


tlieir usual program, "have so far 
made no attempt to 
deliver a 


lounter attack in the region where 
the French and British claim to 
have captured nearly three miles 
of 
trenches 
Wednesday. 
The 


French are' busy consolidating 
their gains and report no action 
of importance oil any section of 
their front, including the Verduu 
region. 


Some mystery exists as to the 


situation on the eastern front. For 
two consecutive days the Russians 
have confined themselves to brief 
statements that nothing of impor- 
tance had occurred. The Austrian 
and German war offices have been 
almost equally uncommunicative. 
The only fighting mentioned by 
Vienna was the 
repulse 
of tin 


Russian attacks on the lines of 
General von Boehm-Ermolli, who 


is in command of the Teutonic 
forces retiring from the Tarnopol 
front. 
Berlin reports .the repulse 


of Russian attacks south of Brocly.
